In making public the letter, McCarthy charged Cur- 
ran with “political responsibility” for the conditions that 
led to the murder. : 


Serreo had given the letter to McCarthy in the 
Charleston County prison for transmission to Curran. 

„After I left the jail,” said McCarthy, “...I saw that 
this letter could not be looked upon as a confidential let- 
ter between two people, entrusted to my care, but as evi- FF =

HITS MARSHALL REFUSAL 

Wallace told a meeting of almost 
10,000 students on the campus of 
the University of California at 
Berkeley that Marshall's refusal to 
negotiate on the grounds that this 
would supersede the United Na- 
tions “would be sort of funny if 
it was not so tragic. 

“When we have a feeling we want 
to do something by ourselves, we 
give the United Nations the run 
around,” he said. 

“When we want to do some- 
thins with the British as in 
Greece we give the United Nations 
the run around.” 

“And when we don't want te 
act, we hide behind the skirts of 
the United Nations.” 

Wallace demanded that the State 
Department “stop hiding behind UN 
and recognize that the cold war is 
between Russia and the U:ssted 
States and will have to be settled 
between these two countries.” 

“I believe with all my heart that 
the-door has been opened ‘to the 
kind of peace we all want,” he said. 
“The people of the United States 
must see to it that the door is kept 
open.“ 

Wallace made it clear both in his 
speech to the students of Berkeley 
and in an address last night to 
6,000 persons at the Oakland Civic 
Auditorium that he believes the 
peace movement now has a great 
tactical advantage which it must 
press to the utmost. 

In his initial comment last night 
on Premier Stalin’s reply to his 
open letter, Wallace said: 

“The significance of Premier 
Stalin’s reply lies in the fact that 
the Russian Government is truly 
prepared to discuss the issues on 
their merits and is generally in- 
terested in finding a way for the 
two great powers to live in peace.”

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Gallantry Toward 
Britain’s Interests 


O * OF THE State Department's argu- 
ments against negotiations with the 
Soviet Union has been that we cannot 
possibly discuss matters directly with Mos- 


cow which are of vital interest to our 
other allies, such as Britain or France. The impres- 
sion is created that the Soviets were proposing “a 
deal” at the expense of other powers, as though 
American-Soviet peace were not the only hope of 
peace for all other nations. And Washington takes 
up the pose that such “a deal” 
oe would be beneath our honor. But 
really, this burst of generosity 
and ‘gallant consideration for the 
interests and feelings of London 
or Paris is very, very touching. 
And a hypocrisy that Mephis- 
topheles would have appreciated. 
For it so happens that Paul Hoff- 
man, the Marshall Plan adminis- 
trator, and Averill Harriman, the 
roving ERP ambassador, have 
been making statements and 
plans that are worrying the British in particular. 
The Marshall Plan is already revealing itself— 
before the full funds are appropriated, before goods 
arrive, before the bi-lateral treaty is negotiated— 
as a heavy pressure on some of Britain's very vital 
interests. We will not, perish the thought, says Sec- 
retary Marshall, do anything to hurt our British 
cousins. The British will have to knuckle under 
to our conceptions of what's good for them, says 
Harriman and Hoffman in the very same week. 


It first bobbed up at a hearing of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee just a week ago today. 
Hoffman was asked what he would do about British 
and other western European contracts to supply 
engines and heavy machinery to the Soviet Union. 
As some senators saw it, practically any western 
European trade with the Soviet Union might be 
considered as boosting its “war potential.” Hoffman 
replied: “If it is true that we are furnished such 
aid, and if a participating country is shipping such 
commodities and materials to Russia, they have 
got to stop it or we won't furnish aid.” 

Thus, the Marshall Plan is supposed to allow 
east-west trade which Britain and France need 
so badly; the Marshall Plan is not supposed to 
interfere with the internal affairs of the countries 
getting ald. But if Harriman and Hoffman decide 
that a certain British gas turbine, or certain French 
chemical would increase the war potential of the 
USSR (a very broad term), they intend to stop 
such trade on the penalty of cutting off Marshall 
Plan aid. 


Equally significant was Hoffman's attitude toward 
British nationalization plans. Steel, for example, 
is slated for state contrdl, and there's a big debate 
about it in England. When a senator asked Hoff- 
man about that, he said “we would have to decide 
whether socialization would make for recovery.” 


— 


In the case of coal nationalization, that was a mat- 


ter of the past. Toward steel, said Hoffman, we 
would not be very friendly. On the same day, Har- 


- riman, then in London, said the Americans had 
less confidence in nationalization than the British. 


The moral was unmistakable. No further British 
nationalization. 


Harriman said something even more disturbing 
to the British: he raised again the future of the 
British sterling area and the problem of convert- 


ibility of British sterling debts. You will remember 
that Britain owes some twelve billion Collars to 
members of sterling area. 

Britain wants to control the liquidation of those 
debts in such a way that the countries to which 
it owes money will accept British goods in return 
as soon as British goods are available in volume. 


The debtors—India, Egypt, Argentina, Brazil, and. 


the Empire countries—not only want full payment, 
but also the right to convert those sterling credits 
into dollars, and buy where goods are readily avail- 
able in the United States. And the United States 
wrote “a deadline for convertibility into the 1945 


loan, which Britain was forced to suspend last 


August. By raising the issue now, Harriman ts 
serving notice that the United States—supposedly 
anxious to help British trade revive—is also anxious 
te smash its way into British markets,

Went to Canal Zone 
ATLANTIC CITY 


O * OF THE PRINCIPAL attractions 
at the convention of the United Pub- 
lic Workers is the delegation of Canal 
zone Local 713. This is a unit that was 
born since the last convention, and already 
shows a per capita of more than 11,000 members. 
But far more important is the fact that these 
workers, averaging only 37 cents an hour, are 80 
attached to their union that they joyfully pay their 
$1.50 monthly dues to it. They do so although at the 
end of the month when all deduc- 
tions are made for government 
stores, etc., they sée maybe $4 or 
$5 cash. There is nothing that 
in any way pressures these work- 
ers to pay dues; no contract, no 
checkoff, no job control. On the 
contrary, since the union was 
born it has been the target of 
red-baiters and every conceivable 


opposition, including the AFL, 
union of the more ' privileged 
“gold workers.” 

„ 


LOCAL 1713 has withstood an even more vigorous 
test. Last February, Rep. J. Parnell Thomas of the 
House Un-American Committee made a trip to the 
Zone to do a job on the new union. Aided by the 
press, government agencies and some stooges in the 
ranks of the workers, Thomas did his best. Vet- 
erans were fearful that the witch-hunt treatment 
might have some effect. 

It can now be told definitely that the only result 
was the exposure and expulsion of several dis- 
gruntled former officers of the local. But the work- 
ers just. tightened their arms around Mother 
Union, 

Now as to the “subversive” activities. The union 
has embarked on a campaign to break down the 
gold-silver bar. This isn’t a short-range cam- 
paign. The average non-white skilled mechanic 
rates 50 to 65 cents an hour, against a rate for 
the “golds” equal to the scale of the States plus a 
25 percent bonus and tak exemption. 

5 


SO FAR the UPW has won reclassification of the 
“silvers,” raising earnings by about a million a 
year. Hours were reduced, without a cut in pay, 
to forty from 48 a week. Civil service status was 
won for the Panamanians among the “silvers.” 
Numerous other less spectacular, but important 
gains were made, like three-month maternity leave. 


There is something that the newly unionized 
workers find even more valuable in their union 
‘membership, one of the officials expamed to me. 

When the UPW came in the spirit of struggle for 
rights entered the Canal Zone. The “silver” workers 
won self-respect, dignity and a will te challenge 
the slave-master relationship that has long held 
sway in the area.

JUNKS BILL OF RIGHTS 


The Bill of Rights and honored 
judicial precedents have been 
“thrown on the scrap heap,” Mar- 
cantonio said. “And it has been 
done to the accompaniment of the 
beating of war drums and songs of 
hate against the Soviet Union and 
against the Communists.” 

HR 5852, which carries the title 
of the Subversive Activities Con- 
trol Act of 1948, makes it unlawful 
to “attempt m any manner” to 
change the form of government in 
the U. S. to one which the House 
Un-American Committee calls a 
“totalitarian dictatorship under 
foreign control.” Penalties include 
10 years in prison, $10,000 fine and 
loss of citizenship and nationality. 

It “finds” by legislative fiat that 
there exists a “World Communist 
movement” which seeks to estab- 
lish totalitarian dictatorships sub- 
ject to foreign control. It then in- 
structs the Attorney-General to 
make findings against suspected 
organizations which would class 
them either as “Communist polit- 
ical organizations” or “Communist 
front organizations.” 

CP IN FIRST CLASS 


In the first class, according to 
the Un-American Committee, would 
come the Communist Party. How- 
ever, progressives have pointed out 
that the Wallace movement and 
other liberal political movements 
might run afoul of the loose and 
vague language of this section of 
the act. 

Groups defined as Communist

forced to register with the Justice 
Department and publish the names 
of their members and financial 
supporters.
